Sikeston voters will cast ballots Tuesday 
on a $250 million revenue bond issue which 
would allow the Board of Municipal Utilities 
to construct a 235- megawatt steam plant. 
The electrical 
generating plant is 
designed to supply the city’s electrical 
needs from 1961 through the year 2000. 
Plans have been completed to sell excess 
power generated during that time to U 
other communities in the state. The 
revenues from the sale of power in Sikeston 
and excess power to the other communities 
will provide the necessary revenues to 
retire the revenue bond issue without in­ 
creasing taxes. 
The bond issue has been endorsed by civic 
organisations in Sikeston during the past 
three weeks. Little if any opposition to the 
issue has surfaced. 
The new plant is necessary because the 
city’s electrical needs «re growing and at 
least one source of power will not be 
available to Sikeston by the mid- 1960’s. 
The total electrical capacity generated or 
purchased by the Board of Municipal 
Utilities is 39.2 megawatts. This summer 


city residents used 38 megawatts and by 
next summer projections show them using 
41.8 megawatts. Those same projections 
show a continuious rise in city power needs 
through 1999 when the city will use 207.2 
megawatts. 
Much of the power presently used in 
Sikeston is purchased from Southwestern 
Power Administration, but SPA will con­ 
tinue to supply power to the city only until 
the new plant is operational. Power will 
also be available from M&A Electric 
Cooperative in Poplar Bluff until 1981. 
The present steam plant and the diesel 
peaking unit will be retired when the new 
plant goes into operation. The diesel unit 
will probably be sold, but the steam plant 
may be mothballed with the possibility of 
using it again in the future. 
The 11 communities scheduled to receive 
power from Sikeston are Cameron, Car­ 
thage, 
Chillicothe, 
Columbia, 
Fulton, 
Hermann, Higginsville, Macon, Owensville, 
Trenton and West Plains. Power would be 
sent to the communities over Associated 
Electric Cooperative power lines.

REAL PROTECTION? 
The use of blind trusts as a 
measure to protect an elected 
official from charges of conflict 
of interest has become a major 
campaign 
issue 
for 
former 
Democrat 
Gov. 
Warren 
E. 
Hearnes, who is seeking the U.S. 
Senate seat held by retiring Sen. 
Stuart 
Symington, 
also 
a 
Democrat. 
Hearnes 
faces 
Republican 
John Danforth, 
Missouri at­ 
torney general, in the Nov. 2 
general 
election. 
Danforth 
makes use of a blind trust, 
Hearnes does not. And that is 
where the rub comes in, as far 
as Hearnes is concerned. 
The way a blind trust works, 
at least in theory, is that an 
elected official turns his assets 
over to an impartial third party, 
and the types of investments, 
and more importantly, where 
those investments are placed is 
supposedly 
without 
the 
knowledge of the elected of­ 
ficial. The reasoning, then, is 
that the elected official can go 
about his public duties, making 
decisions without fear of conflict 
of interest charges. 
Again, supposedly the third 
party is free to handle those 
investments as he or she sees fit. 
The investment manager could, 
therefore, 
invest 
in 
certain 
stocks in a corporation, and the 
elected official could by coin­ 
cidence make a favorable ruling 
concerning that corporation and 
not be guilty of conflict of in­ 
terest, bee? use he did not know 
of that investment in stocks. 
Hearnes 
says 
the 
theory 
sounds good, but does not carry 
over into practice. In fact, he 
charges the blind trust is being 
used as a coverup device, to 
prevent public disclosure of 
conflicts of interest. 
H earnes, 
instead, 
favors 
complete public disclosure of ail 
assets at the time an elected 
official takes office, with con­ 
tinued public disclosure of all 
alterations in those assets. He 
believes public scrutiny of such 
an 
inventory 
will keep an 
elected official honest, for the 
public will easily be able to 
match up favorable rulings and 
votes with the financial holdings 
of the official. 
He further believes that most 
elected officials know what is in 
their blind trusts, and that they 
participate in decisions con­ 
cerning 
disposition of 
their 
assets. 
“Do you honestly think a guy 


with $10 million is going to hand 
over everything to somebody 
and not know what they will do 
with it?” Hearnes asked during 
a recent interview. “What if that 
guy decided to divest all in­ 
terests 
in 
Ralston-Purina?” 
Hearnes’ remarks was in ob­ 
vious reference to the Ralston- 
Purina interests of Danforth. 
Hie 
former governor has 
raised an interesting question, 
for there is no way to guarantee 
an official is not involved in 
operation of his blind trust. It 
would seem logical that full 
public disclosure is the best 
watchdog measure available. 
It is a subject which deserves 
much more attention than it has 
received. Even Mr. Danforth 
skirts the issue during public 
debates. 
We now have elected state 
officials in the legislature who 
work for com panies since 
legislative work is really part- 
time. They are careful to refrain 
from voting on matters affecting 
their work relationship, but they 
do not attempt to hide the fact 
that they work for some utility 
or other private concern. 
Public disclosure of assets has 
merit, and should be given 
careful consideration.

"Little Need for Cash” 
Mr. Buchen says $5 a week in 
pocket money was ample for 
Mr. Ford.

Mr. Ford traveled extensively 
between 
W ashington

Michigan and throughout the 


country campaigning for GOP 
candidates, Mr. Buchen says. 
The expenses were paid either 
“ from Mr. Ford’s own cam­ 
paign funds or were borna by the 
other parties for whom he made 
appearances. In Washington, his 
automobile transportation was 
furnished to him as Minority 
Leader, 
(and) his luncheons 
when he wasn’t involved in 
meetings or entertainment were 
very modest,” Mr. Buchen says. 
— Four times in 1972, checks 
were written on a political ac­ 
count known as the Gerald R. 
Ford Fifth District Account at 
Union Bank & Trust Co. in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., to pay for 
clothes totaling $871.44 for Mr. 
and Mrs. Ford. The IRS agents 
determined 
that 
these 
pur­ 
chases didn’t qualify as political 
expenses. Instead, the agents 
held that the payments for 
clothes 
constituted 
personal 
income for the Fords, and the 
agents docked them for a tax of 
$435.77 on that income. 
Later, in a letter that became 
part of the Senate record of the 
vice presidential confirmation, 
a Ford representative stated 
that the clothing purchases had 
been “disallowed” as a business 
expense, leaving the impression 
that Mr. Ford originally had 
paid for the clothes from a 
personal account. 
— The IRS report also shows 
that on Nov. 30, 1972, Mr. Ford 
paid $1,167 for a family ski 
vacation to Vail, Colo., out of the 
same Gerald R. Ford Fifth 
District Account at the Grand 
Rapids bank. 
That account mainly con­ 
sisted, 
the 
agents 
said, of 
reimbursements 
for political 
travel 
and 
“some 
political 
contributions.” When the IRS 
agents who were examining his 


returns a year arter tne trip 
discovered Mr. Ford’s use of

purpose, they brought it to his 
attention. 
“Mr. Ford believed that this 
amount has been repaid,” the 
agents explained in their report. 
“ He instructed Mr. McBain 
(Robert J. McBain, the Ford 
family accountant) to make the 
necessary 
reimbursements 
which had been overlooked.” 
Personal Bank Account 
Tuesday 
afternoon, 
Mr. 
Buchen of the White House staff 
was asked for an explanation of 
this transaction. He stated that, 
despite the implication of the 
IRS report that the money 
wasn’t paid back for a year, Mr. 
Ford actually reimbursed the 
Fifth District account 16 days 
later, and on his own initiative. 
Mr. 
Buchen telephoned Mr. 
McBain in Grand Rapids and 
instructed him to allow The Wall 
Street Journal to examine the 
canceled reimbursement check 
and the stub in Mr. Ford’s bank­ 
book. 
Yesterday morning in Grand 
Rapids, Mr. McBain's personal 
secretary, Caroline B. Goodliffe, 
showed the Journal a canceled 
check dated Dec. 16, 1972, and 
drawn on Mr. Ford’s personal 
bank account at the office of the 
Sergeant at Arms of the House 
of Representatives. A stamp on 
the back of the check indicated 
that it had cleared the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Richmond, 
Va., on Jan. 11,1973. The check, 
totaling $1,167,

Fifth District Account, just as 
Mr. Buchen had said. 
Mrs. Goodliffe also showed the 
Journal the relevant bank stub 
in Mr. Ford’s personal bank­ 
book.

asked about the minus signs, 
Mrs. Goodliffe, who has been 
employed by Mr. McBain for 
more than five years, stated, 
"He was overdrawn at the 
time.” 
When Mr. McBain was asked 
for an explanation, he said: 
“ Som etim es

checks and hold them, and 
they’re not overdrawn. I sup­ 
pose he’d done that. Within a few 
days— a week to 10 days— he

Mr. McBain declined to show 
the Journal any other checks or

WILL COKE OR PEPSI WIN 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION?

WASHINGTON— The voting 
on Tuesday will settle not only 
whether Gerald Ford or Jimmy 
Carter will occupy the White 
House but whether Pepsi Cola or 
Coca Cola will be the mo6t 
favored begerage for the next 
four years. 
Not that the election will 
change the drinking habits of 
many Americans. But it could 
determine whether the Russians 
must continue to satisfy their 
cola 
thirst 
with 
Pepsis 
or 
whether they will be given a 
chance to try Cokes. 
There is even a tantalizing 
possibility 
that 
800 
million 
Chinese may start guzzling the 
cola with the right political 
connections. 
The cola 
habit 
might also spread to Cuba in the 
event of an accommodation with 
Fidel Castro. 
Pepsi’s Donald Kendall has 
had special entree to the White 
House during the Republican 
occupancy. He had the foresight 
in the 1960s to help set up 
Richard Nixon in a lucrative law 
practice in New York City. 
After 
Nixon 
became 
President, he returned the favor 
by appointing Kendall as the top 
American on the U.S.-U.S.S.R. 
Trade and Economic Council - a 
position Kendall used to in­ 
troduce Pepsis to Russia. He 
pushed Pepsis so aggressively, 
in fact, that it antagonized 
members of Henry Kissinger’s 
staff. 
They drafted a bitter memo 
and 
circulated 
it 
privately 
within government circles. The 
mono charges that Kendall 
“exploited his friendship with 
Nixon 
to 
further 
his 
in­ 
ternational business interests. 
“One example of this ex­ 
ploitation is in the delicate, 
controversial area of U.S.-Soviet 
trade. Kendall used his frien­ 
dship with Nixon to obtain the 
position of U.S. co-chairman of 
the U.S.-U.S.S.R. Trade and 
Economic Council ... It has 


become so much a personal tool 
of Kendall's that Department of 
Commerce people refer to it as 
Kendall’s Council.” 
Despite this undercover op­ 
position, Kendall managed to 
survive 
W atergate and 
to 
achieve a close relationship with 
President Ford. 
Coke's John Paul Austin, on 
the other hand, has the inside 
track with Jimmy Carter. By 
accident of geography, Coca 
Cola headquarters happens to be 
located in Atlanta where Carter 
presided 
as 
governor 
of 
Georgia. 
It was Austin’s pleasure to 
provide free Cokes for Carter’s 
political 
barbecues, 
to help 
underw rite 
the 
governor’s 
Prayer Breakfast and to host 
at least one luncheon for the 
visiting governor from Per­ 
nambuco. 
Perhaps 
encouraged 
by 
Carter’s 
improved 
political 
fortunes, Austin has made three 
trips to Russia to explain the 
capitalist 
principle 
of com­ 
petition to the Soviets. They, in 
turn, have been mightily im­ 
pressed by Coke's connections 
with 
C arter. 
They 
have 
questioned members of the Coke 
delegation closely about the 
enigmatic Carter. 
Austin 
offered 
to 
provide 
Cokes for the 1960 Olympics in 
Moscow if the Soviets would 
open their country to com­ 
petition between the two rival 
coals. This possibility brought 
Kendall on a flying trip to 
Russia a few weeks ago. 
He played it cool. Afterward, 
the U.S. embassy reported to the 
State Dept.: 
“ In 
call on 
Ambassador, 
Kendall 
men­ 
tioned that Coca Cola is seeking 
Soviet authorization to sell its 
product at 1960 Olympic Games 
and had already offered $10 
million for such rights, as 
contrasted with $3 million of­ 
fered in Montreal. 


“ He 
noted 
that 
Soviet 
authorization of sale by Coca 
Cola 
would 
apply 
only 
to 
Olympic 
Games,” continued 
the confidential cable. “Kendall 
* 


stated he was not disturbed by 
this development and was not 
interested in selling Pepsi Cola 
a t the Olympics. He said that 
Pepsico was interested in 
m aintaining 
its 
longterm 
position in the U S S R, and felt 
confident that it would do so.” 
Kendall has a barter deal with 
the Soviets; he trades Pepsi 
Cola for vodka. The U.S. em­ 
bassy offered the State Dept, 
this 
additional, 
confidential 
report: 
“Kendall told us that present 
trends indicate volume of vodka 
imports into U.S. could support 
the early construction of a total 
of 25 Pepsi Cola bottling plants 
in the U.S.S.R. He said his 
longterm goal was 50 plants. ” 
A 
Pepsi spokesman said the 
State Dept, cable was wrong; he 
said the company has no plans 
beyond constructing five Pepsi 
plants in the Soviet Union. He 
also disputed the derogatory 
State Dept, memo; he said 
Kendall had worked unselfishly 
for the best interests of the 
United States on the trade 
council. 
A Coca Cola spokesman said 
either Kendall or the cable was 
wrong; he said the offer to 
provide Cokes for the Olympics 
was between $3 million and $5 
million, not $10 million. 
Meanwhile, Austin is trying 
to introduce “the real thing” to 
Russia and Kendall is trying to 
keep it out. This great cola 
battle 
may be decided, in­ 
directly, 
by 
the 
voters 
on 
Tuesday.

Austin 
have 
made

ploratory trip to the Chinese 
mainland. 
Both came

situation, the IRS report says 
Mr. Ford “explained the ab­ 
sence of checks to cash” in 1972 
in several ways. For one thing,

round amounts. The amounts 
appear to be for more than her 
hair. 
He 
believes 
she is 
receiving cash.” 
Additionally, the report said, 
“He was surprised himself to 
know he can go through a week 
spending $5 or less because of 
his numerous meetings and 
lunches paid by others, par­ 
ticularly during the campaign 
season.

Madelyn Bourbeau, manager of 
the Fairlington Beauty Salon in 
Alexandria, Va., told a Journal 
reporter Tuesday that she has 
never been contacted by the IRS 
about Mrs. Ford’s check-writing 
habits.

Bourbeau, who 
remembers Mrs. Ford as a 
regular customer in those days, 
says she “very rarely” wrote 
checks for more than the cost of 
the hairdressing services. Mrs. 
Bourbeau has been the manager 
of the salon since 1958.

report.) 


IRS Agents Silent 
The two IRS agents, and a 
supervisor from the Detroit 
d istrict 
office, 
who 
w ere 
assigned to the Ford audit say 
they aren’t permitted to discuss 
any taxpayer’s return. “I don’t 
want to make any statements 
that could get me in trouble.” 
Agent Joseph Miller said. At IRS 
headquarters, 
a 
spokesman 
rejected suggestions that the 
agents were intimidated by their 
task. “These people have the 
competence to tackle any audit, 
no matter who the taxpayer is,” 
the spokesman declared. 


Whatever can be said about 
the adequacy of the IRS audit, 
few members of Congress acting 
on the confirmation of Mr. Ford 
as Vice President got to see the 
report before they voted. Partly 
because of the rush to fill the 
vacancy left by Spiro Agnew’s 
resignation, the Senate con­ 
firmation hearings had been 
concluded by the time Rules 
Committee Chairman Howard 
Cannon of Nevada obtained a 
copy of the IRS examination.

nail- scratching on the steel- like

Patriarca, who was recently 
sprung from a federal prison 
where he was doing time for 
conspiracy to murder.

The use of blind trusts as a 
m easure to protect an elected 
official from charges of conflict 
of interest has become a m ajor 
cam paign 
issue 
for 
former 
Democrat 
Gov 
Warren 
E 
Hearnes, who is seeking the U.S. 
Senate seat held by retiring Sen 
S tu art 
Sym ington, 
also 
a 
Democrat. 
Hearnes 
faces 
Republican 
John Danforth. 
Missouri a t­ 
torney general, in the Nov 2 
general 
election, 
D anforth 
makes use of a blind trust, 
Hearnes does not And that is 
where the rub comes in, as far 
as Hearnes is concerned 
The way a blind trust works, 
at least in theory, is that an 
elected official turns his assets 
over to an im partial third party, 
and the types of investments, 
and m ore importantly, where 
those investm ents are placed is 
supposedly 
w ithout 
the 
knowledge of the elected of 
ficial The reasoning, then, is 
that the elected official can go 
about his public duties, making 
decisions without fear of conflict 
of interest charges 
Again, supposedly the third 
party is free to handle those 
investments as he or she sees fit 
The investment m anager could, 
therefore, 
invest 
in 
certain 
stocks in a corporation, and the 
elected official could by coin­ 
cidence m ake a favorable ruling 
concerning that corporation and 
not be guilty of conflict of in­ 
terest, because he did not know 
of that investment in stocks 
Hearnes 
says 
the 
theory 
sounds good, but does not carry 
over into practice In fact, he 
charges the blind trust is being 
used as a coverup device, to 
prevent 
public 
disclosure of 
conflicts of interest 
H earnes, 
instead, 
favors 
complete public disclosure of all 
assets at the time an elected 
official takes office, with con­ 
tinued public disclosure of all 
alterations in those assets He 
believes public scrutiny of such 
an 
inventory 
will 
keep 
an 
elected official honest, for the 
public will easily be able to 
m atch up favorable rulings and 
votes with the financial holdups 
of the official. 
He further believes that m ust 
elected officials know what is in 
their blind trusts, and that they 
participate in decisions con­ 
cerning 
disposition 
of 
their 
assets 
“Do you honestly think a guy 


with $10 million is going to hand 
over everything to somebody 
and not know what they will do 
with it?" Hearnes asked during 
a recent interview “What if that 
guy decided to divest all in­ 
terests 
in 
Ralston-Purina 
H earnes’ rem arks was in ob­ 
vious reference to the Ralston- 
Purina interests of Danforth 
The 
former 
governor 
has 
raised an interesting question, 
for there is no way to guarantee 
an official is not involved in 
operation of his blind trust. It 
would seem logical that full 
public disclosure is the best 
watchdog m easure available 
It is a subject which deserves 
much more attention than it has 
received 
Even Mr 
Danforth 
skirts the issue during public 
debates 
We now have elected state 
officials in the legislature who 
w ork 
for com panies since 
legislative work is really part- 
tim e They are careful to refrain 
from voting on m atters affecting 
their work relationship, but they 
do not attem pt to hide the fact 
that they work for some utility 
or other private concern 
Public disclosure of assets has 
m erit, and should be given 
careful consideration

Ever since it became known 
last month that the W atergate 
S pecial 
P ro secu to r 
is 
in ­ 
vestigating Gerald Ford, the 
White House has made a basic 
contention: 
M r. 
F ord 
was 
exhaustively 
checked 
before 
Congress confirmed him as Vice 
President in 1973. so his record 
shouldn't be questioned now. 
The President himself, in a 
news conference the other day, 
reminded the public that he was 
“ given a clean bill of health, not 
only by the FBI but the Internal 
Revenue Service, by Senate and 
House committees, 
an over­ 
whelming vole in the House and 
Senate ’’ 
But questions now are arising 
about the thoroughness of the 
IRS investigaUon of Mr Ford's 
tax returns from 1967 to 1972 It 
now also is clear that only a few 
Congressmen or Senators had 
received an IRS audit report on 
Mr 
Ford in tim e to read it 
before questioning him at his 
confirmation hearings 
The Wall Street Journal has 
obtained a copy uf the 13-page 
IRS audit report, involving Mr. 
Ford’s personal and cam paign 
finances, and its authenticity 
has been confirmed by Philip 
Buchen, the President's White 
House Counsel 
Although the 
statute of lim itations lias ex­ 
pired 
on 
any 
cam paign 
financing Issues, tax m atters 
could still be prosecuted, under 
the law However, the precise 
n a tu re 
of 
the 
sp ecial 
pruseaitor's investigation isn't 
known 
Inquiry Csatinues 
It’s clear, however, that the

Ford's past political cam paigns 
isn’t over Last month, Mr Ruff 
subpoenaed the political records

any other single source since the 
early 
1960s 
This week, the 
p ro secu to r’s 
office 
has 
scheduled interviews with the 
presidents of the two unions. 
Jesse Calhoon of the Marine

and 
Paul 
Hall, 
president 
of 
the 
Seafarers 
International Union; his sub­ 
poenas to the two unions and to 
the

The IRS report on Mr Ford’s 
audit raises several questions 
that weren’t pursued by the 
congressional comm ittees that 
conducted 
Mr. 
Ford’s 
con­ 
firmation hearings 
— The report shows that by 
tracing 
Mr. 
Ford’s 
known 
sources of cash in 1972, IRS 
ag en ts 
d eterm in ed 
that 
throughout the year he must 
have got along on $225- or about 
$5 a week— in pocket money, a 
figure that "surprised“ even 
Mr 
Ford, 
according to the 
agents Together. Mr and Mrs 
Ford m anaged the entire year 
on $637 39 for “ miscellaneous, 
out-of-pocket" 
cash 
ex­ 
penditures. 
according to the 
agents, who said they accepted 
the figure as reasonable 
"Little Need for Cash" 
Mr Buchen says $5 a week in 
pocket money was ample for 
Mr. Ford “ He had very little 
need at any time for personal 
cash,“ the White House Counsel 
says. 
Mr Ford traveled extensively 
betw een 
W ashington 
and 
Michigan and throughout the 


country campaigning for GOP 
candicbtes, Mr. Buchen says. 
The expenses were paid either 
"from Mr. Ford’s own cam ­ 
paign funds or were borne by the 
other parties for whom he m ade 
appearances In Washington, his 
automobile transportation was 
furnished to him as Minority 
Leader, 
(and) his luncheons 
when he w asn’t involved in 
m eetings or entertainm ent were 
very m odest,’ Mr Buchen says. 
— Four tim es in 1972, checks 
were w ritten on a political ac­ 
count known as the Gerald R 
Ford Fifth District Account at 
Union Bank & Trust Co. in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., to pay for 
clothes totaling $871 44 for Mr. 
and M rs Ford The IRS agents 
determ ined 
that 
these 
pur­ 
chases didn't qualify as political 
expenses 
lastead, the agents 
held 
that the payments for 
clothes 
constituted 
personal 
income for the Fords, and the 
agents docked them for a tax of 
$435 77 on that income 
Later, in a letter that becam e 
part of the Senate record of the 
vice presidential confirmation, 
a Ford representative stated 
that the clothing purchases had 
been "disallow ed“ as a business 
expense, leaving the impression 
that Mr. Ford originally had 
paid for the clothes from a 
personal account 
— The IRS report also shows 
that on Nov 30, 1972, Mr Ford 
paid $1,167 tor a family ski 
vacation to Vail, Colo , out of the 
sam e Gerald R 
Ford Fifth 
District Account at the G rand 
Rapids bank 
That 
account 
mainly 
con­ 
sisted. 
the 
agents 
said, 
of 
reim bursem ents 
for 
political 
travel 
and 
“ some 
political 
contributions ” When the IRS 
agents who were examining his 


returns a year atier tne trip 
discovered Mr. Ford’s use of 
political income for a personal 
purpose, they brought it to his 
attention. 
“ Mr. Ford believed that this 
amount has been repaid,’’ the 
agents explained in their report. 
"He 
instructed 
Mr. 
McBain 
(Robert J. McBain, the Ford 
family accountant) to make the 
n e cessary 
reim b u rsem en ts 
which had been overlooked.” 
Personal Rank Account 
T uesday 
afternoon, 
Mr. 
Buchen of the White House staff 
was asked for an explanation of 
this transaction. He stated that, 
despite the implication of the 
IRS 
report 
that the money 
wasn’t paid back for a year, Mr. 
Ford actually reim bursed the 
Fifth D istrict account 16 days 
later, and on his own initiative. 
Mr. 
Buchen 
telephoned 
Mr. 
McBain in Grand Rapids and 
instructed him to allow The Wall 
Street Journal to examine the 
canceled reim bursem ent check 
and the stub in Mr Ford’s bank 
book 
Y esterday morning in Grand 
Rapids, Mr. McBain’s personal 
secretary, Caroline B. Goodliffe, 
showed the Journal a canceled 
check dated Dec. 16, 1972, and 
drawn on Mr. Ford’s personal 
bank account at the office of the 
Sergeant at Arms of the House 
of Representatives. A stam p on 
the back of the check indicated 
that it had cleared the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Richmond, 
Va , on Ja n 11,1973 The check, 
to talin g 
$1,167, 
w as 
m ade 
payable to the G erald R Ford 
Fifth D istrict Account, just as 
Mr Buchen had said 
Mrs Goodliffe also showed the 
Journal the relevant bank stub 
in Mr. Ford’s personal bank­ 
book. The stub identified 
the 
check as having been written as 
a "transfer item repaym ent to 
Fifth D istrict account for plane 
tickets at Christm as Personal.” 
The stub contained this ad­ 
ditional information:

When the Journal's reporter 
asked about the minus signs, 
Mrs. Goodliffe, who has been 
employed by Mr. McBain for 
m ore than five years, stated, 
“ He 
was overdrawn at 
the 
tim e.’’ 
When Mr. McBain was asked 
for an explanation, he said: 
"S o m etim es 
people 
w rite 
checks and hold them, and 
they're not overdrawn 
I sup­ 
pose he'd done that Within a few 
day»— a week to 10 day»— he 
w as 
in 
the 
black 
ag ain , 
definitely The handling of this is 
just like any other person's 
account Technically your book 
is overdrawn but your bank 
isn’t.” 
Mr. McBain declined to show 
the Journal any other checks or 
stubs, so it isn't know how much 
time passed before the overdraft 
in the hank book was eliminated, 
and it also isn't known whether 
the overdraft was a one-time 
occurrence or reflected a pat­ 
tern 
M r Buchen asserted that “ the 
important thing” was that the 
reim bursem ent check supplied 
hv Mr Ford didn't bounce. The 


White House Counsel said the 
check subsequently was c°vere 
by an automatic deposit of Mr 
Ford’s 
monthly 
salary 
(As 
House Minority Leader, Mr. 
Ford was earning $49,500 a 


y When Mr Buchen at the White 
House was asked to authorize 
Mr. McBain to make available 
more information, he ^ec*jn,e('. 
The IRS agents who did the 
1973 audit apparently never saw 
the check the Journal was shown 
yesterday. A spokesman for the 
IRS declined to discuss the 
procedures followed in the audit, 
or to answer any questions about 
the audit’s thoroughness. 
Adequacy of $5 a Week 
Some of those questions in- 
vqlve the agents’ conclusion that 
15 b «week for “ miscellaneous 
living expenses” during 1972 
was a sufficient amount for Mr. 
Ford to get by on. 
Regarding 
his 
1972 
cash 
situation, the IRS report says 
M> 
Ford “ explained the ab­ 
sence of checks to cash" in 1972 
m several ways. For one thing, 
the report said, “ Betty (his 
wife) 
also writes checks to 
Farlington 
Beauty 
Salon 
in 
round amounts 
The amounts 
appear to be for more than her 
h air. 
He 
believes 
she 
is 
receiving cash ” 
Additionally, the report said, 
“ He was surprised himself to 
know he can go through a week 
spending $5 or less because of 
his 
numerous 
meetings 
and 
lunches paid by others, p ar­ 
ticularly during the cam paign 
season. When he is on the road in 
his congressional district, all 3 
meals each day are paid for by 
some political or social group. ” 
The report added: 
“ At a later discussion, Mr. 
Ford stated, when asked about 
the num ber of times he eats at 
the House of Representatives 
restaurant personally and the 
cost, that “ the House session 
starts at 12 noon and he only eats

President, he returned the favor 
by appointing Kendall as the top 
American on the U S-U S S R 
Trade and Economic Council - a 
position Kendall used to in­ 
troduce Pepsi» to Russia 
He 
pushed Heps is so aggressively, 
in fact, 
that 
it antagonized 
m em bers of Henry Kissinger's 
staff 
They drafted a bitter memo 
and 
circulated 
it 
privately 
within government circles The 
memo charges that Kendall 
“ exploited his friendship with 
Nixon 
to 
fu rth er 
his 
in 
ternational business interests 
“One exam ple of this ex 
pioiiation Is in the delicate, 
controversial area of U S -Soviet 
trade Kendall used his frien 
dship with Nixon to obtain the 
position of U S «►chairman of 
the U S.-U 5 S R 
Trade and 
Economic Council ... It has 


become so much a personal tool 
ot K endall's that Depat tment of 
Com merce people refer to it as 
Kendall's Council.” 
Despite this undercover op­ 
position, Kendall managed to 
su rv iv e 
W atergate 
and 
to 
achieve a close relationship with 
President Ford. 
Coke'» John Paul Austin, on 
the other hand, has the inside 
track with Jim m y C arter By 
accident of geography, Coca 
Cola headquarters happens to be 
located in Atlanta where C arter 
presid ed 
as 
governor 
of 
Georgia 
It was Austin's pleasure to 
provide free Cokes for C arter’» 
political 
barbecues, 
to 
help 
u n d erw rite 
the 
g o v ern o r’s 
P ray er 
Breakfast and to host 
at least one luncheon for the 
visiting 
governor 
from 
P er­ 
nambuco 
P e rh a p s 
encouraged

fortunes, Austin has made three 
trips to Russia to explain the

Mrs, 
Madelyn Bourbeau, m anager of 
the Fairlington Beauty Salon in 
Alexandria, Va., told a Journal 
reporter Tuesday that she has 
never been contacted by the IRS 
about Mrs. Ford’s check-writing 
habits.

Bourbeau, 
who 
rem em bers Mrs. Ford as a 
regular custom er in those days, 
says she "very rarely” wrote 
checks for more than the cost of 
the hairdressing services Mrs 
Bourbeau has been the m anager 
of the salon since 1958 
(The 
nam e 
of 
the 
salon 
w as 
misspelled in the IRS audit 
report.) 


IRS Agents Silent 
The two IRS agents, and a 
supervisor 
from 
the 
Detroit 
d istric t 
office, 
who 
w ere 
assigned to the Ford audit say 
they aren’t permitted to discuss 
any taxpayer’s return. “ I don’t 
want to m ake any statem ents 
that could get me in trouble." 
Agent Joseph Miller said At IRS 
headquarters, 
a 
spokesm an 
rejected suggestions that the 
agents were intimidated by their 
task. “ These people have the 
competence to tackle any audit, 
no m atter who the taxpayer is,” 
the spokesman declared 


W hatever can be said about 
the adequacy of the IRS audit, 
few m em bers of Congress acting 
on the confirmation of Mr. Ford 
as Vice President got to see the 
report before they voted P artly 
because of the rush to fill the 
vacancy left by Spiro Agnew s 
resignation, 
the Senate con­ 
firmation hearings had been 
concluded by the tim e Rules 
Committee Chairm an Howard 
Cannon of Nevada obtained a 
copy of the IRS exam ination.

Election day 1976 is Tuesday. 
The voters face some very 
important decisions; besides the 
election of candidates to office, 
Proposition One and Con­ 
stitutional Amendments No. 1 
and No. 2 affect everyone in the 
state. 
Proposition 
One 
would 
prohibit 
electric 
companies 
from 
including 
charges 
for 
construction, 
including 
new 
power plants, in a customer’s 
bill before the new facility is 
fully operational. 
Supporters 
contend 
rate- 
paying customers should not 
have to pay for the building of 
new power plants before they 
can benefit from the use of the 
new construction. Some sup­ 
porters also hope passage of 
Proposition No. 1 will delay or 
halt construction of a nuclear 
power plant near Fulton, in 
Callaway County. 
With the power shortage in the 
United States nobody wants to 
sacrifice the conveniences they 
have grown accustomed to. 
Would you be willing to turn 
your air conditioning off a 
month during the summer or 
turn the heat off a month during 
the 
winter? 
Of course you 
wouldn’t, and neither would I, 
but don’t forget that not so long 
ago some of our schools and 
factories 
were shut 
down 
because of a gas shortage. 
This gas shortage has resulted 
in a direct power load for our 
electric companies and if they 
can’t keep up with this load, then 
somebody is going to be hot 
when it is hot and cold when it’s 
cold. At any rate, the customer 
is going to pay for his electricity 
and the new added cost of 
construction. 
The question seems to be, do 
we want it now or later?

“ Pop. ..sells 
papers 
and 
magazines, 
cigarettes 
and 
tobacco, candy and peanuts and 
he has a small soda fountain. 
Mother comes in with little 
Johnnie and buys two pounds of 
peanuts. One pound is salted, 
and the other is sugar roasted. 
They sit down at the fountain 
where mother has a chocolate 
Sunday and 
Johnnie has 
a 
chocolate ice cream soda. Then 
they buy a large chocolate bar 
and two chocolate good humors 
to take home. 
“ Finally, mother gets out her 
purse. Whereupon Pop takes off 
his apron and moves into his role 
of tax expert. He is required to 
know that peanuts, plain and 
salted, are a food, and therefore 
exempt, but that sugar roasting 


turns them into a taxable con­ 
fection. 
“ He knows, of course, that ice 
cream is a food and therefore 
exempt. But this isn’t plain ice 
cream so he must know more. 
He must know that he can put 
chocolate 
sauce on the ice 
cream 
and 
not 
change 
its 
exempt 
character, 
but 
the 
minute he adds soda water, 
presto, it becomes taxable.! 
“ The last two items look easy. 
The chocolate bar certainly is a 
confection and is taxable. But 
when he comes to the chocolate- 
coated good 
humors, 
which 
certainly look like confections, 


he must know that the New York 
Court of Appeals, reversing the 
Appellate Division, has held that 
a good humor is not a confection, 
but a milk and sugar product are 
therefore exempt from tax.” 
White continued, saying that 
an estimated $65 million which 
public schools would lose if the 
food and drugs are exempted 
from the sales tax comes home 
with a shock when the potential 
loss to individual school districts 
is realized. Losses in our area 
estimated for the 1978- 79 fiscal 
year are as follows: Chaffee R-2, 
$60,000; Illmo-Scott City R-l, 
$99,000; Kelly R-4, $51,000; Scott 
Central R-5, $59,000; Oran R-3, 
$42,000; Sikeston R-6, $402,000; 
and Kelso-New Hamburg Cw7, 
$16,000. 
This amount is staggering, 
especially when you consider 
there 
are no provisions 
to 
replace this money. The little 
money old folks might save will 
hurt them more because the cuts 
the school system will have to 
make will affect the quality of 
education their grandchildren 
will receive. 
The proposal is a mistaken 


effort because it would place in 
jeopardy many governmental 
programs designed to help the 
poor, the very people that the 
amendment purports to help. 
Our state and local services 
will lose $180 million a year if 
Amendment No. 2 passes. Can 
we stand for a loss of revenue of 
such magnitude in our state? 
The answer is no and that’s the 
way we should vote. 


Supporters of Amendment No. 
2 say leave it to the Legislature 
to make provisions for replacing 
the lost revenue, but experience 
shows replacing revenue would 
be an extremely difficult task. 
White said the last time a 
major 
tax 
increase 
was 
required, it took two years, 
during which it was rejected by 
the voters in a referendum. 
Three 
painful 
and 
difficult 
legislative

were 
required to place it on the books, 
he said.

Will this money be replaced that would be lost?

The money lost by adoption of this amendment could be 
replaced by a new tax, but it might be difficult to pass, and it 
would be costlier to replace these funds already collected. In 
order words, if this tax accounts for 2 cents of the tax dollar, it 
would take more than a 2-cent increase to replace it. 
The timing is poor, because the Legislature’s tax study 
commission is scheduled to make a report in February, which 
might well be too late for action in the January session. 


What would happen if there is no tax increase to replace this 
revenue which would be lose by passage of this amendment? 
Then education, kindergarten through higher education, 
would bear the brunt according to the Governor and to the 
state budget director. 
Missouri schools, already pathetically underfunded by the 
state, would apparently bear the brunt of the aforementioned 
cut which, with inflation, would either drastically cut state 
support or put more burden on the local level. 


Who will benefit most from this legislation? 
Not the poor, nor the elderly whom it was intended to help 
primarily, but rather those who can better afford the tax. 
Many low-income people already are on medicaid as are 
many elderly and these two groups benefit from food stamps 
so they would not benefit as much from the sales tax exclusion 
as they would be deprived of other state services that would 
suffer cutbacks from loss of funding. 
Or if a tax were implemented to replace the sales tax it could 
well be from income or other tax or a combination, which hurt 
the elderly and those with low incomes. 
A study by the Missouri Public Expenditures Survey shows 
that of the proportion of Missouri families found to be in the 
poverty range by the U.S. Census, less than $1 of each $10 of 
the sales tax exempted would benefit these families, the 
dollar benefit would be greater to those who can better afford 
to pay the tax.

Coffee prices still 


hard to swallow 


By The Associated Press 
October brought relief to con­ 
sumers in the form of lower su­ 
permarket bills, an Associated 
Press marketbasket shows. But 
there was continued bad news 
for coffee drinkers. 
The AP drew up a random 
liif of 15 commonly purchased 
food and nonfood items, check­ 
ed the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973, and has rech­ 
ecked on or about the start of 
each succeeding month. 
Among the highlights of the 
latest survey: 
—The marketbasket bill de­ 
clined during October at the 
checklist store in 11 cities and 
increased in two. The average 
drop was 2.5 par cent, and the 
average increase was 1.9 per 
Cent. On an over-all basis, the 
marketbasket bill at the check­ 
list store dropped 1.8 per Cent 
last month. During September, 
there was an over-all increase 
of 2 per cent. 
—Over a 12-month period, the 
marketbasket bill increased at 
the checklist store in nine cities 
and decreased in four. Over-all, 
tht! bill at the start of Novem­ 
ber was 2 per cent higher than 
it was a year earlier. 
‘ —Many of the savings came 
at the meat counter. The price 
of a pound of chopped chuck 
decreased at the checklist store 
in six cities, pork chops were 
ddWnin eight cities and frank­ 
furters dropped in six cities. 
The good news may not last, 
hdwever. 
There 
are 
fewer 
cattle in feedlots now than 
there were at the start of the 
year, and the government has 
predicted higher beef pbices 
this winter. 
Higher prices at the whole- 
sale-level boosted the cost of 


coffee again. The price of a 
pound of coffee went up at the 
checklist store during October 
in six cities, with increases 
ranging from 5 to 19 per cent. 
The price of coffeee was un­ 
changed in four cities and de­ 
creased in two. The requested 
siz and brand of coffee was not 
available at the checklist store 
in the 13th city. The retail price 
now has topped $2 in almost ev­ 
ery city. 
—Milk prices, which went up 
in nine cities during September, 
rose at the checklist store in 
eight cities during October. The 
increases have been only a pen­ 
ny or two, but have been fairly 
steady in boosting the cost of 
the staple to an average of 
about 45 cents a quart in one- 
quart containers. 
A look at the over all number 
of items in the AP survey 
showed fewer increases during 
October than in September.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AP) — Like blue jeans and the 
latest rock records, ideas on 
women’s liberation have drifted 
into Brazil from the United 
States and Europe. 
But when they get here, they 
run up against a wall of com­ 
placence from an upper middle 
class female population, plus a 
feeling among career women 
who support liberation goals 
that once a woman has chil­ 
dren, she has to put her career 
behind her. 
"The women’s movement in 
Brazil 
is nonexistent,” 
ex­ 
plained Mrs. Ana Lucia Ma- 
rinho Gambruzzi, a 26-year-old 
lawyer. “Most women are com­ 
fortable and satisfied. They 
don’t really care.” 
She takes her career serious­ 
ly and points out that there 
were more women than men in 
her law class at a prestigious 
private school here. She also 
declared that once you have 
children “you are being unrea­ 
listic if you think you can go on 
rising in your career.” 
Gerusa Pereira, a hotel sales 
manager in her late 20s, said of 
women’s liberation: "I don’t 
think it will work. I believe a 
woman can be a great profes­ 
sional and she can compete 
equally with a man, but sooner 
or later she is going to meet 
someone who pulls her away 
from her career.” 
As the cost of living in­ 
creases, many middle class 
women in Brazil are working to 
help support the family. But ca­ 
reer goals are limited and 
these women tend to gravitate 
toward such "women’s jobs” as 


teaching or secretarial and 
clerical work. 
Women point out that it has 
Dnly been in the past 10 years 
that it became automatic for 
middle class girls to go to uni­ 
versities, and that only recently 
have they started to get jobs 
after graduation. 
"Five years ago there were 
women who had degrees as 
lawyers, 
psychologists 
and 
economists, but they were all 
working as secretaries,” Ms. 
Pereira said. 
As in the United States in the 
1950s, the vast majority of 
middle class women in univer­ 
sities or jobs are killing time 
until they marry or have chil­ 
dren. Ms. Pereira said it was 
rare to find a woman who 
planned a career and went out 
and pursued it ‘.‘because she 
gets hit so many times and she 
falls so many times and she 
can’t take it for very long.” 
Women are now appearing in 
the professions but they face 
limited opportunities for promo­ 
tion, and attitudes from male 
employes, women say, range 
from patronizing to downright 
nasty. 
Eliana Sequeira, a working 
32-year-old mother, said that 
attitudes are changing 
but 
"when a woman gets to a cer­ 


tain point in the profession she 
is viewed as a menace by the 
younger men.” 
She said, however, that wom­ 
en’s attitudes are also chang­ 
ing. “I have two groups of 
friends — those who work and 
enjoy it and those who don’t 
work and want to.” 
Equality of the sexes exists 
in the Brazilian constitution, a 
woman lawyer in her mid-30s 
explained. But paternalism is 
rooted in law and the male- 
dominated society, 
“Men believe a woman can­ 
not devote herself to work be­ 
cause of her children. The 
problem is that she is a moth­ 
er,” she explained. “There are 
very few day care centers here 
and the private ones are terrifi­ 
cally expensive.” 
She also said there was very 
little chance to change dis­ 
crimination in work laws in the 
face of a military-dominated 
government chiefly interested 
in maintaining the status quo. 
Brazil’s class structure is a 
clue to the status of its women. 
A United States consulate offi­ 
cial explained that only 20 per 
cent of the population is consid­ 
ered middle class, which in 
Brazil means anyone making 
more than $75 a week.

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Coffee prices still 


hard to swallow

October brought relief to con­ 
sumers in the form of lower su­ 
permarket bills, an Associated 
Press markethasket shows. But 
there was continued bad news 
for coffee drinkers. 
The AP drew up a random 
list of 15 commonly purchased 
food and nonfood items, check­ 
ed the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973, and has rech­ 
ecked on or about the start of 
each succeeding month 
Among the highlights of the 
latest survey: 
—The marketbasket bill de­ 
clined during October at the 
checklist store in 11 cities and 
increased in two. The average 
drop was 2.5 par cent, and the 
average increase was 1.9 per 
cent. On an over-all basis, the 
marketbasket bill at the check­ 
list store dropped 1.8 per Cent 
last month During September, 
there was an over all increase 
of 2 per cent. 
—Over a 12-month period, the 
marketbasket bill increased at 
the checklist store in nine cities 
and decreased in four Over-all, 
thè bill at the start of Novem­ 
ber was 2 per cent higher than 
tt was a year earlier 
1 -M any of the savings came 
at the meat counter. The price 
of a pound of chopped chuck 
decreased at the checklist store 
in six cities, pork chops were 
ddwn in eight cities and frank­ 
furters dropped in six cities. 
The good news may not last, 
hówever. 
There 
are 
fewer 
cattle in feedlots now than 
there were at the start of the 
year, and the government has 
predicted higher beef prices 
this winter 
Higher prices at the whole­ 
sale level boasted the cost of 


coffee again. The price of a 
pound of coffee went up at the 
checklist store during October 
in six cities, with increases 
ranging from 5 to 19 per cent. 
The price of coffeee was un­ 
changed in four cities and de­ 
creased in two. The requested 
siz and brand of coffee was not 
available at the checklist store 
in the 13th city. The retail price 
now has topped $2 in almost ev­ 
ery city. 
—Milk prices, which went up 
in nine cities during September, 
rose at the checklist store in 
eight cities during October. The 
increases have been only a pen­ 
ny or two, but have been fairly 
steady in boosting the cost of 
the staple to an average of 
about 45 cents a quart in one- 
quart containers. 
A look at the over all number 
of items in the AP survey 
showed fewer increases during 
October than

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AP) — lik e blue jeans and the 
latest rock records, ideas on 
women’s liberation have drifted 
into Brazil from the United 
States and Europe. 
But when they get here, they 
run up against a wall of com­ 
placence from an upper middle 
class female population, plus a 
feeling among career women 
who support liberation goals 
that once a woman has chil­ 
dren, she has to put her career 
behind her. 
“The women’s movement in 
Brazil 
is 
nonexistent,” 
ex­ 
plained Mrs. Ana Lucia Ma- 
rinho Gambruzzi, a 26-year-old 
lawyer. “Most women are com­ 
fortable and satisfied. 
They 
don’t really care.” 
She takes her career serious­ 
ly and points out that there 
were more women than men in 
her law class at a prestigious 
private school here. She also 
declared that once you have 
children “you are being unrea­ 
listic if you think you can go on 
rising in your career.” 
Gerusa Pereira, a hotel sales 
manager in her late 20s, said of 
women's liberation: “I don’t 
think it will work. I believe a 
woman can be a great profes­ 
sional and she can compete 
equally with a man, but sooner 
or later she is going to meet 
someone who pulls her away 
from her career.” 
As the cost of living in­ 
creases, many middle class 
women in Brazil are working to 
oelp support the family. But ca­ 
reer 
goals are limited and 
ihese women tend to gravitate 
loward such “women’s jobs” as 


teaching or 
secretarial 
and 
clerical work. 
Women point out that it has 
only been in the past 10 years 
that it became automatic for 
middle class girls to go to uni­ 
versities, and that only recently 
have they started to get jobs 
after graduation. 
“Five years ago there were 
women who had degrees as 
lawyers, 
psychologists 
and 
economists, but they were all 
working as secretaries,” Ms, 
Pereira said. 
As in the United States in the 
1950s, the vast majority of 
middle class women in univer­ 
sities or jobs are killing time 
until they marry or have chil­ 
dren. Ms. Pereira said it was 
rare to find a woman who 
planned a career and went out 
and pursued it “because she 
gets hit so many times and she 
falls so many times and she 
can’t take it for very long " 
Women are now appearing in 
the professions but they face 
limited opportunities for promo­ 
tion, and attitudes from male 
employes, women say, range 
from patronizing to downright 
nasty. 
Eliana Sequeira, a working 
32-year-old mother, said that 
attitudes 
are 
changing 
but 
“when a woman gets to a cer­ 


tain point in the profession she 
is viewed as a menace by the 
younger m en.” 


She said, however, that wom­ 
en’s attitudes are also chang­ 
ing. “I have two groups of 
friends — those who work and 
enjoy it and those who don’t 
work and want to.” 
Equality of the sexes exists 
in the Brazilian constitution, a 
woman lawver in her mid-30s 
explained. But paternalism is 
rooted in law and the male- 
dominated society. 
“Men believe a woman can­ 
not devote herself to work be­ 
cause of her children. 
The 
problem is that she is it m oth­ 
e r,’’ she explained. “There are 
very few day care centers here 
and the private ones are terrifi­ 
cally expensive." 
She also said there was very 
little chance to change dis­ 
crimination in work laws in the 
face of a military-dominated 
government chiefly interested 
in maintaining the status quo. 
Brazil’s class structure is a 
clue to the status of its women. 
A United States consulate offi­ 
cial explained that only 20 per 
cent of the population is consid­ 
ered middle class, which in 
Brazil m eans anyone making 
more than 175 a week.

televised debate 
here Thursday, Danforth said, 
“ It is absolutely, completely 
untrue” that he was involved in 
any way in the three-year in­ 
vestigation 
of

Democratic governor 
Campaign 
commercials 
of 
Hearnes feature former U.S. 
Atty. Russell Millin. contending 
that 
Danforth was 
involved. 
Hearnes, in response, said the 
radio-television ads are based 
on statements in federal court 
documents, adding “ I am will­ 
ing to accept Mr Danforth’s 
word on this." 
Hearnes 
did 
not 
indicate, 
however, 
whether 
the 
com­ 
mercials would be withdrawn 
during the final days of the 
campaign 
The joint appearance of the 
two candidates was the last of 
seven in the campaign, which 
recent polls showed Danforth 
winning by a landslide It was 


televised live by KYTV, and 
will be replayed today by a 
Kansas City TV station. 
The two candidates covered a 
score of issues during the 60- 
minute session, most of which 
were discussed before. But it 
was again evident that the two 
moderate conservatives differ 
only on a few major points. 
Twice 
during 
the 
debate, 
Hearnes complained about the 
restrictiveness of the 90-second 
time limit on the candidates’ 
answers. That has been a com­ 
plaint the candidates and their 
staffs have voiced over the 
series of joint appearances, and 
for that have questioned the 
value of the debates. 
"A person gets up and asks 
where the candidate stands on 
inflation, and then he has two 
minutes to answ-er," says Alex 
Netchbolodoff, a top Danforth 
aide “ It’s not the kind of thing 
that can be dealt with in a few 
minutes 
The problem is that 
you don’t really have the time 
to answer." 
Danforth agreed to the joint 
appearances. 
Netchbolodoff 
says, 
mainly 
because 
they 
seem “ to be in vogue, particu­ 
larly this year.” He says the 
seven 
times 
the 
candidates 


have met have been “ an ade­ 
quate number for the people to 
get a notion of what that kind 
of format produces ” 
Hearnes, while also question­ 
ing the value of the debates, 
says he doesn't think there 
have been enough. He claims 
Danforth “ has refused so many 
debates that 1 wanted to have.' 


But the format of the meet­ 
ings, especially the time limita­ 
tions. has prevented full ex­ 
planation of positions, Hearnes 
says, so the people do not listen 
to what a candidate says In­ 
stead, he says, "they’re looking 
at the facial characteristics—is 
he getting mad, or is he show­ 
ing this, or is he looking ner­ 
vous—not what he’s saying or 
the meat of what he should be 
saying."

would prefer ar. actual debate 
where they question each other 
rather than having to respond 
to questions from reporters 
“ If I ’m running against him, 
I want to ask him some ques­ 
tions," says Hearnes 
"And 1
